On the return of Mr. William II. 


Vandcrbilt to New York, from his re- 
cent fisit to the west, he was interview- 
ed by a Tribune reporter, and submitted 
to tbe inevitable with quiet grace. After 
denying that his object in coming west 
was to acquire more railroad property. 
and stating that it was simply for recre- 
ation, Mr.-Vanderbilt gave bis opinion 
of the west as follows : 


"It is a beautiful, a magnificent coun- 


try. 
When I listened to the descrip- 


tions given by merchants and others 
from the west, t thought they exagger- 
ated , but 1 found that the half had not 
been told. In Missouri and Kansas tho 
wheat is several inches high and looks 
well, and the farmers have put all their 
corn in, while at Buffalo we met ice and 
in the northern part of the state there 
was snow. When we look at the large 
farms of wheat and corn, extending for 
scores of miles, the first impression is 
that there will not be railroads enough 
to carry the crops; but the fact is, 
there are three ronds where only one of 
them pays. The great fear is that the 
west will overdo it.
